Less than an hour tater, the 
blood of the woman patient, 
identified by hospital doctors 
ns Mrs Richard Irvine, 32, of 
Philadelphia, ° was flowing 
through the borrowed kidney. 

Doctors said the auxiliary 
kidney would have been effec- 
tive-—had she lived —until 
her bloodstream was rid of im- 
purities and her own kidneys 
able to function normally again.
